EaUroatedot Jfoislr HTolI the Amer- 
ican Coal Supply Mow — The Oil 
J^uud Crnre— Swindles III Hie Oil 
Territory. 
Since the discovery of vH near Bc-aa- 


mont, Tex., less than four months ago 
many millions ot acres of lands scatter- 
ed throughout the state have been pur- 
chased or leased by oli prospectors. It 
is the opinion of geologists who have 
made a study of the situation that the 
oil belt extends from Beaumont do\vn 
the gulf was1; to the nioutu of the Ilio 
<Jrande and even beyond the latter 
point far into Mexico. 


The vrild demand for land on which 


oil indications exist lias led to a new 
form of swindle, that of salting wells 
v."lth oil. An instance of this kind was 
brought to light at -Austin a few days 
ago, says the New York Sun. A stir 
had been caused by the report that oil 
had been struck in a well that was be- 
ing dug for water not many miles from 
Austin. The well had reached a depth 
of 35 feet when tbe alleged vtjin of oil 


According to the farmer who was 


digging-tie vTC-li. who was corroborated 
by two Mexicans who were helping 
him, the oil poured into tlic well so fast 
that it was filled to a depth of several 
feet within a few minutes. There was 
a big rush to the supposed oilfield. The 
farmer placet! a guard around the well 
and exercised great ca'atiou la letting 
visitors look at the oil. His land was 
worth $f> an acre when the alleged oil 
strike was mnde, but when the crowds 
began to arrive he received offers of 
S23, then $50 and finally $00 aa acre-lot

the farm, which embraced 200 acres. 
The farmer accepted the ?00 offer, and 
•svlth ?1S,000 cash snugly stowed away 
in his pocket he left for parts unknown. 


The purchaser of the farm found that 


the well was cue-third full of oil. Hi- 
sent a sample of it to Dr. W. B. Phil- 
lips, geologist at tliu Stale university at 
Austin, to be analyzed. Dr. Phillips 
found that the fluid was pure illnrni- 
nating oil and cottonseed oil in about 
equal parts. The farmer bad dumped 
several barrels of kerosene and cottoii- 
seed oil into tho bole and had got rid of 
the property before tbe fraud was dis- 
covered. 


Another oil well deal of a different 


character is said 10 have been worked 
in the Beaurnout field recently. An ex- 
pert oil man from Pennsylvania or 
Ohio who was drilling outside of the 
oil territory decided to slioot his well. 
It hud every appearance of being a dry 
bole, and he thought that possibly by 
shooting it the oil strata tuigbt be 
opened up. He quietly bad tbe nitro- 
glycerin go devil brought to Beaumont, 
and one afternoon he let the explosive 
drop into.tho well. 


•Those who are familiar with the gas 


and old fields know the result to be ex- 
pected, but when the oil novices saw a 
great stream of water and rocks shoot 
from the well the.report quickly spread 
that oil had been struck or at least a 
great volume of gas bad been found 
which was considered a sure indication 
of oil farther down. The shooting of 
tbe well really produced no results, but 
the owner made no explanation of the 
phenomenon, and when a fabulous sum 
was offered for the hole by a syndicate 
of Texas oil novices be accepted the 
offer and turned the duster over to its 
new owners. The latter have learned 
by this time that they did not know 
what they vrere buying, as tho well has 
been lx>red to a great depth and no oil 
found. 


The present and prospective magni- 


tude of the oii output of tbe SsSuKcnt 
field is almost beyond comprehension. 
There are nosv 12 oil gushers. The ac- 
tual daily output of the Lucas well as 
shown by'.:tests Is 70,000 barrels. It Is 
asserted that the capacity of each of 
the other 11 wells Is as great as tha 
Lucas, and If each Ja tbe fact the pres- 
ent daily capacity of the 12 we'.ls ag- 
gregates 840,000 barrels. Multiply, this 
by 865 and the result !s 806.000,000 bar- 
rels as the output of the 12 -wells f^r 
one vear. At the present rate of 'devel- 
opment there will probably be 100 pro- 
ducing weUs in the Beaumont field by 
tbe first of. next year. 


Tbe annual coal production of the 


United ssws is upprOiJnsstslj' 2jS,- 
600,000 tons, valued at the mines at 
$256,000,0GO- A series of tests have 
shown that it requires three barrels of 
Beaumont oil to equal one ton of coal 
(or steam purposes. The 308.600,000 
barrels of oil whicfi, tbe 12 wells In the 
Beaumoat field are said to be capable 
of producing in a year. Is eflual to 102,- 
200,000 tons of coat A little more than 
twice tbe present autnber of wells with 
the same output would give a supply 
of fuel oil equal to the coal supply of 
the United States.

We must first real- 
ize that the bacterial population of a 
moderate sized pat OL butter may be 
reckoned by millions, that a tiny lump 
only large enough to go into n thimble 
has been..known to be tenanted by 
nearly 48.000,000, that, in fact, ia con- 
suming a slice of bread and batter you 
may unconsciously be assimilating in- 
dividual lives exceeding io .number 
those of the whole of Europe.

to rndcrstand htm. A Chinaman, like 
anybody else, will sign any contract 
when he is forced info it, but when 
vou force a man to follow a policy he 
does not believe in that man will be 
forever endeavoring to find a means to 
circumvent his persecutors. If yon look 
back at the international dealings -with 
China, you will find that nearly every 
contract that has been made with her 
has been forced npon her against her 
will. 


"People make a great mistake in Im- 


agining that the Chinese are not sensi- 
tive. They are extremely so, and the 
manner in'which a thing Is proposed to 
them ROCS a very long way- 
People 


imagine that Russia is more unpopular 
with the Chinese than are the other 
powers, but such is not the cose. What- 
ever territory Russia may have acquir- 
ed and whatever means she may have 
adopted In occupying that territory, 
her success at Peking is not wholly due 
to China's knowledge of Russia's pow- 
er or to bribery. Eaesian officials al- 
ways treat the Cliinese dignitaries 
with great courtesy and amiability, and 
the Chinese like their methods. Only 
recently a member of the tsung-11-ya- 
men said to me: 'The Russians are so 
polite that when they take something 
from us they do it so nicely that we 
feel we mast thank them. Whereas. 
even when certain other nations fall in 
with oar views they do so in a manner 
which makes it clear that they have no 
respect for us.' " - . - . . . 
"Has the foreigner improved his po- 


sition with the Chinese by this display 
of strength?", 
"That all depends, oa ho,o- he makes 


use of his temporary' advantage. If we 
-expect that we shall suddenly be aCle 
to pnsh the Chinese Into becoming a 
progressive race like the Japanese, we 
shall make a great mistake. Not only 
wonld it be Impossible for us lo alter 
the Chinaman's nature, hot, as 1 have 
pointed out elsewhere, It is essential 
that we should be most careful to treat 
biro very .gently in the matter of re- 
form.
